His first efforts were successful, 
and besides being in nearly every car 
In the United States, using billboards 
and painted boards liberally, he uses 
a great deal of space in newspapers 
and magazines. 
“Since advertising 
started,” says

in the business. 
“Spearmint copy held to the health 
idea and branched out from it In sev­ 
eral directions, as exemplified by the 
‘copy’ which carries the phrases ’Fine 
for Digestion, 'Fine for the Teeth,’ 
and others of similar nature. 
“These have been made the big sell­ 
ing point in advertising ‘copy’ 
and 
have rarely deviated from it. This is 
good salesmanship. 
“The name 'Spearmint' is salesman­ 
ship Itself, in view of the fact that 
people already possess the knowledge 
that mint is good for them and is 
pleasant in flavor. 
“So the health argument was 'tied 
up’ by the presence of ‘mint’ In the 
name und mint juice in the gum. 
“Now as regards the advertising 
campaigns. 
Mr. Wrigley states that 
he does not know any facts on the 
positive side of the art of advertising 
except one, and that is: Never let up 
“He admits knowing a lot of 'don’t* 
In regard to advertising, but states 
that persistent, consistent, big-space 
advertising is the only sensible sort. 
A flash in the pan is a wasted effort— 
tho public forgets over night, he says.”

Milwaukee Minister. 


The Bible wras quoted by the Her. 
F. Stanley Powles, a Milwaukee min­ 
ister, as his authority for the state­ 
ment that churches should advertise, 
in a Sunday evening sermon recently. 
The title of his sermon was, “Should 
the Church Advertise?” 
“We hear it said that 'nothing will 
draw* like the gospel.’ Is this true?” 
he asked. 
“Men will pay $2 for an 
entrance ticket and $2 more for a re­ 
served seat at a show of some sort 
or other. 
But whoever heard of a 
man paying so much to hear the gos­ 
pel? 
Thousands of men are preach­ 
ing the gospel, whose drawing pov/ers 
are limited and unknown. 
“Now we live in an era of advertis­ 
ing. It is one of the most significant 
features of our modern life. 
Schools 
are opened to train men how to Jfd- 
vertise. 
Every conceivable place is 
used to carry messages. The question 
has arisen: Should the church adver­ 
tise? Increasing numbers are answer­ 
ing affirmatively. 
“Some churches stand on their dig­ 
nity and declare that they will let th© 
character of their work influence men. 
But how can a man be influenced by 
what he does not hear? 
Often he 
does not care to hear nor come nor 
see. 
He skips all religious notices 
and yawns at the mention of sermons. 
Why not attract him, if possible, by 
dignified advertising? 
Some men in 
the churches, as in business, do not 
know how to advertise. At least one 
denomination has a correspondence 
course in 
profitable publicity 
for 
churches and calls it a ‘course in ap­ 
plied Christianity.’ 
“The divine warrant tor church ad­ 
vertising Is Matthew v, 16: 
“ 'Let your light so shine before 
men, that they may see 
your 
good 
works, and glorify your father which 
is in heaven.’ 
“Something must be done to over­ 
come the preoccupation and mental 
Inertia of those who need religion and 
are out of touch with the churches. 
They are not so bad as they are dense­ 
ly ignorant. They can can be ap­ 
proached by advertising. 
“There are three classes of adver­ 
tisers—the man who advertises and 
has no goods, the man who advertises 
and does not deliver the goods, and 
the man who advertises and delivers 
the goods. 
“The church is God's great business 
center. Many of the churches and pas­ 
tors make a mistake in failing to rec­ 
ognize that a newspaper is under no 
obligation to give them space. 
Even 
tho advertisers secure no favors in 
the editorial columns of a real news­ 
paper. 
It degrades the church In 
the eyes of men to be begging for 
notices, petty puffs and Items on in­ 
significant meetings or achievements. 
There are communities w’here the 
church and its ministers have begged 
meaningless 
flattery, when 
at the 
same time the press is criticized and 
where no note of gratitude ever found 
its way to an editor's table.” 
“Ministers would receive greater at­ 
tention if they would see that 
their 
notices are in on schedule time, writ­ 
ten on one side of the paper and plain­ 
ly. Advertising by a church pays. It 
secures Increased attendance and pays 
in dollars and cents. Settle on some 
campaign and then advertise.”

Before the advent of the house num­ 
ber, only business signs, coats of 
arms, and house names marked the 
different buildings.

It is thought Berlin, in 1795, was 
the first city to employ the numbering 
system. 
The German innovators did 
not put odd numbers on one side of 
their streets and even numbers on 
the other; they merely started from 
the Brandenburg Gate and numbered 
straight ahead, taking no account of 
change of street. 
As they proceeded, therefore, the

SURGEONS OF ANCIENT BABYLON

The average civilized man would be 
hard put to it if he were compelled to 
start a fire without matches, tinder­ 
box, or burning-glass; but in various 
parts of Africa the natives accom­ 
plish this feat with astonishing ease 
and quickness. 
The materials employed are two 
simple bits of wood, one flat, about 
six inches long and not quite an inch 
wide, with a row of grooves on one 
side; the other about twelve inches 
long, and the thickness and shape of 
a lead-pencil. 
The longer piece, fixed in one of 
the grooves of the shorter piece, is 
held tightly between the palms of 
the hands and whirled rapidly round 
and round. In a very few seconds the 
wood dust which is produced by the 
friction falls through the grooves and 
begin to smoke. 
This dust is then 
carefully nursed into a blaze. 


C R A N E D E F E N D S H I S S T A T E . 


A letter postmarked Boston was re­ 
ceived at the office of the secretary of 
the interior the other day addressed to 
John W. Noble, who held that office in 
the second Cleveland administration, 
and has not been officially connected 
with the government for 
nearly

years. 
Senator Crane of Massachusetts to 
whom as a joke the letter was shown, 
was put to for a moment to uphold the 
intellect of his state. Finally he said 
to Senator Smoot, one of the principal 
taunters:

Babylonian surgeons 4,000 years ago 
had not the easy time of their modern 
colleagues. The French Archaelogical 
commission has just discovered a tab­ 
let containing some interesting facts 
about the Babylonian doctor. 
For all 
operations “performed with a knife” 
patients were to pay twelve 
silver 
shekels, which is about $3.75 of Cana­ 
dian money. 
A broken leg or arm 
must be set for $2, and teeth were 
drawn at the uniform rate of 75 cents. 
All the same, this must have been 
pretty good pay for the time, because 
the tablet in question goes on to 
enumerate the punishment meted out 
to surgeons who made professional 
mistakes. 
These would appeal even 
less to the modern medical man than 
the low fees. 
When an operation caused the death 
of a patient the unfortunate surgeon 
had both his hands cut off, and when 
he did not cure his patient in reason­ 
ably quick time, the tablet tells us 
that his fee was confiscated by the 
government. It does not mention what 
was considered a reasonable time for 
healing.

B U D D H I S M IN E U R O P E . 


Buddhism has made great strides in 
Europe during the last year. 
The 
membership of the Buddist Society of 
Great Britain and Ireland 
Is 
now 
counted 
by 
hundreds, and branches 
have been established 
in 
Liverpool 
and Edinburgh. Professor Rhys Davids 
the writer on Pall and Buddhist liter­ 
ature, is its president. 
A Scottish 
convert Is shortly going to England 
as first resident missionary. 
Great 
progress has also been made by the 
German Buddhist Society, which has 
two important press organs in Leipzig 
and Breslau. Propagandists have been 
especially active in Hungary, where 
five editions 
of 
Subharda 
Bikku’s 
Buddhistic Catechism have been ex­ 
hausted. 
For the first time ‘in Eu­ 
rope an attempt has been made there 
to get Buddhism officially recognized 
by the state, so that it could be taught 
in the schools. 
The plans was not 
successful, however. 


17TH C E N T U R Y N O V E L S . 


The longest novels of today are 
pigmies compared with those publish­ 
ed in the 17th century. 
Mademoiselle 
de Scudery’s “Le Grand Gyrus” ran 
into ten volumes, Its publication being 
spread over five years. 
And when it 
was translated, or, to quote the title 
page, “Englished by a Person of Hon­ 
or,” it appeared in five folio volumes 
of about five hundred pages each. An­ 
other novelist of the same period, La 
Calprenede, was even more diffuse, 
one of his works. “La Cleopatre,” ex­ 
tending to 23 volumes. 
These novels 
found plenty of readers, despite their 
enormous length. The Paris publisher 
of “I^e Grand Cyrus” made one hun­ 
dred thousand crowns by the first edi­ 
tion alone. 
Nearly all the works of 
Scudery and Calprenede were trans­ 
lated into English as soon as they ap­ 
peared, and many of them into Ger­ 
man as well.

In the 
ruins of Glastonbury Abbey and Mel­ 
rose Abbey large quantities of oyster 
shells have been discovered. It appears 
that builders 
formerly 
used 
these 
shells in the bedding of large squared 
Btones, in the way that bits of slate 
are used at the present time.

A N A N C I E N T T R A D E S E C R E T . 


The manufacture of vermilion, which 
is one of the foremost industries of 
Hongkong, and entirely in the hands 
of the Chinese, is very ancient. 
They 
made artificial cinnabar (a form of 
mercury, the base cf vermilion > long 
before Europe was civilized, and some 
of the granite stones between which 
tho pulverized ore is ground 
are al­ 
most prehistoric. 
Even in the pres­ 
ent day there are trade secrets in the 
industry which no European has been 
able to fathom. 
There are over one 
hundred of these manufacturing plants 
In Hongkong and Kowloon. 


With regard to seconds and min­ 
utes, it is notable that worrying about 
the measurement of the small change 
of time is comparatively modern. Tho 
Romans spoke, indeed, occasionally of 
a “momentum” or of a “punctum tem- 
porls,” (a point of time), but only lr. a 
loose way to signify virtual instan­ 
taneousness. 
Even 
hofirs 
did 
not 
come Into general use until about the 
middle of the second century B. C., 
and then they were twelfth parts of 
the actual day, so that they varied 
at Rome from 44^ minutes in winter 
to 75Vs minutes in summer.

UBA ha3 reciprocity In trade with 
the United States. The bill giving 
the Island the benefits of the trade 
agreement was considered at an 
extra session of congress called by 
President Roosevelt. 
There was a 
good deal of sentiment in the Cu­ 
ban matter, more than there has 
been In connection with the Cana­ 
dian reciprocity measure. 
The bill 
went through the house and was 
sanctioned by the senate taking all 
told only three weeks in its passage 
The members of congress debated and talked 
twenty percentum reductions, sugar trusts and 
the like for four days and then the tense hour 
approached when tho vote was to be taken. The 
time was tense notwithstanding the fact that it 
was known that the bill was to carry by a great 
majority. The galleries were packed with people 
and in the hails without were hundreds unable to 
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gain admission, yet standing still and listening 
for the result of the ballot that was to show we 
knew how “to help a weak sister republic to her 
financial feet.” 
The house clock hands were at tho exact hour 
of 4. The vote of the representatives of a great 
and sovereign people had been taken. The repub­ 
lic was true to its trust. 
The solemnity of tho 
feeling of duty well done still hung upon the 
great chamber. Each of the thousands were busy 
with bis thoughts. 
The voice of a member from Ohio broke tho 
stillness. “I have a resolution of privilege to of­ 
fer,” it said. 
“It must be a question of high privilege, sir, to 
receive consideration at such an hour,” said 
Speaker Cannon in solemnly subdued tones. “Let 
the resolution be read.” 
“Resolved. That this house of representatives 
of the United States of America authorize Ute hir­ 
ing of another rubber for the capitol Turkish-bath 
rooms.” 
When the Appalachian Mountain 
Forest 
Re 
servo bill was under consideration a member of 
congress who was iii favor of saving *..e trees 
told a striking story about the saving of a great 
tree In far off Australia. It was a long way to go 
for a tree story, but perhaps the moral was worth 
the journey. 
In 1868 John Boyle O’Reilly, the Irish poet, was 
a politic a1 convict in Australia, sentenced to hard 
labor for life. With a gang of fellow convicts un­ 
der the charge of a British officer and a squad of 
soldiers he was breaking a rout through a tropi­ 
cal forest. 
They came to a tree and the men 
were about to lay the ax at its roots when O’Reil­ 
ly made them stop, dropping his own ax (He 
while. 
The British officer ordered the men to 
work. 
O’Reilly put his hand to his cap, saluted 
and said, “I should like to speak to you.” 
The officer was amazed at this convict’s Impu­ 
dence, but perhaps it was the very boldness of 
the thing that wrought che purpose intended. 
“This tree is too beautiful to fell; please let it 
stand,” said the convict. 
The British soldier looked dumfounded. “Come 
over here,” said O'Reilly, “and look at It from this 
point of view ” 
The convict was now the commanding officer. 
The Englishmen followed the Irishman for a hun­ 
dred yards, and then, turning his horse, looked up­ 
on the tree, and his eye kinflted. He looked down 
njiAa O’Reilly and said: “The orders aro for the 


road to run straight, but we’ll send it around the 
tree.” 
If the Australian tree Is still standing, It stands 
as a monument to an Irishman who had a soul. 
One© Representative William Alden Smith, now 
a United States senator, tried his level beat in 
tho house debate on Panama to make Congress­ 
man Dinsmore of Arkansas supply a stock of good 
Republican campaign material, just as Blaine 
baited Ben Hill in the old days. 
Dinsmore was 
talking about the hasty recognition of the inde­ 
pendence of Panama by the United States and 
drew a comparison between that action and the 
attempts of this government to keep foreign na­ 
tions from recognizing the confederacy in 1861. 
The Arkansas member got warmed up and be­ 
gan to talk about the power of the confederacy. 
lie made the statement that its soldiers had 
thrashed the Union army In the first six battles 
of tho war. He got still warmer as he went on, 
and suddenly Smith of Michigan sprung the ques­ 
tion, “Are you defending the rights of the states 
to recede?” 
Dinsmore came to himself like a Hash. 
Ah, 
Brother Smith,” he said, “how you would love 
to lead me into the pit! 
I have an abiding affec­ 
tion for you, but neither my feet nor my tongue 
shall go astray for the benefit of the Republican 
party.” 
Everybody knows what a stickler the senate is 
for courtesy. Courtesy has a seat at every desk. 
When* one senator refers to another, whether he 
be a political foe or a polltcal friend, it is always 
as the “distinguished gentleman from Maryland,” 
or from Maine or another state, as the case may 
be. Senator Tillman said a fairly good thing one 
day. 
It was a side remark, but it reached the 
gallery and was enjoyed by the auditors, who had 
become a bit weary of resisting the impulse to 
salaam every time a senator rose and handed a 
few verbal flowers to a colleague. 
Senator Bailey had just referred to the “dis­ 
tinguished senator from Maine. 
“Quit it,” said 
Tillman, “you’ll distinguish them all till they’re 
so stuck up that no one else can distinguish them 
one from the other.” 
When James Wilson came to Washington as 
secretary of agriculture he undertook a bit of 
self-description by saying to a caller: “I am what 
they call a hayseed.” It should be noted that Mr. 
Wilson did not say that he was a hayseed. 
He 
has the Scotch Presbyterian habit of sticking to 
the truth even in his humor. It was rumored once 
that in order to evade the laws of this country 
certain great companies were planning to take out 
corporation papers abroad. The matter was call­ 
ed to the attention of the agricultural member of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s cabinet. 
Ills comment was this: 
“We have laws; we have petit Juries; we have 
grand juries; we have a department of justice; 
we have courts, and 
we 
have 
]>©nitentlaries.’ 
Then Mr. Wilson smiled just a little grimly and 
refused to discuss the subject further. He couldn’t 
have said anything that would have added one 
iota to his meaning, and he knew it. There is no 
waste of words in the conversation of James 
Wilson. 
Secretary Wilson unquestionably would be a 
success as a managing editor of a great newspa­ 
per. He knows news. When the Beveridge pack­ 
ing-house investigation measure had passed con­ 
gress and Secretary Willson was In the west on a 
tour of inspection, he was asked by a newspaper 
man at the close of one of the secretary's busiest 
days im Chicago what the news was. 
Mr. Wilson said: “Sit down and I’ll give you the 
nows and nothing else. These things have been 
done within the last few days and not one of them 
has been touched on In the newspapers. The rest 
of the stuff Is ancient history "

Then the secretary, with all the discrimination 
of a trained city editor, gave his facts, and they 
were all new facts and worth 
the 
publishing. 
When a newspaper man goes to see the secretary 
In Washington he knows that if he gets one word 
beyond the 
ordinary 
interchange of “pleasant 
day” courtesies ho is going to 
get 
something 
worth publishing. Mr. Wilson having been in of­ 
fice for several years and being a keen student, 
has discovered that certain things are published 
and certain things are not 
published. 
He 
has 
learned how to save himself time ana words. 
In 
the parlance of the press, Mr. Wilson is 
good 
copy.” 
Congress appropriated some money to erect a 
new building for the department of agriculture. 
Every congress wishes to make 
a record 
for 
economy. So it was that the amount appropriated 
was not sufficient to put up a 
structure 
that 
would meet the future demands of a rapidly grow­ 
ing branch of tho government. The secretary of 
agriculture kfnew it, and so. with a certain shrewd­ 
ness that was all for the good of the country and 
the service, he saw to it that the money waB put 
into two comparatively small structures. The two 
taken together will be big enough for present 
uses, but in order that they shall form a coi%py^t<s 
and artistic whole it will be necessary one day 
to join them, and the connecting link will be a 
big building in itself. The argument for more room 
is apparent and convincing. The agricultural de­ 
partment will get more building money from con­ 
gress, and get it soon, and the anger that was 
aroused at first by the secretary’s shrewdness 
will be turned to laughter and to something much 
like admiration^ The Iowa farmer’s successors in 
office will have to thank him for removing a 
mountain of trouble from their paths. 
As government departments rank, the one de­ 
voted to tho promotion of agriculture stands next 
to the foot of the list. This is on paper only. Its 
importance to the country is so groat that men 
say its proper place is near the head of things 
governmental. The passage of the packing-house 
inspection and the pure food law's have increased 
the working duties of Mr. Wilson’s department 
immensely. 
Secretary Wilson sheds trouble. Tie is a good 
deal of an optimist, and when difficulties arose 
over cotton crop matters, and there seemed immi­ 
nent danger that a scandal would result, there 
was no signs of worry on the secretary’s part. 
President Roosevelt felt implicit confidence in the 
cabinet official who had come to him as a heri­ 
tage from the McKinley administration, and there 
Is no doubt whatever that he expressed his con­ 
fidence personally. 
In one respect the 
secretary 
of agriculture 
holds himself to be particularly fortunate. 
Pos­ 
sibly ho doesn’t consider it to be really a matter 
of good fortune except at such times as he sees 
the trouble of bis fellow cabinet officials who are 
more than suspected of having presidential ambi­ 
tions. 
Presidential politics personally 
do 
not 
worry James Wilson. 
The constitution of the 
United States keeps such worry from him. for 
the secretary was born on 
the slopes 
of 
the 
Ayshlre Hills in Bonnie Scotland, and on man from 
over tho water can sit in the chief chair of tho 
nation.

The plum curculio is a snout beetle 
about one-fifth of an inch long. 
Its 
color Is a mixture of black, brown and 
white, with the darker shades greatly 
predominating. 
On the back are sev­ 
eral prominent humps which give the 
insect a roughened 
appearance 
and 
make it difficult to distinguish while 
on the tree from the bark or from a 
dry bud. It is armed with a curved 
snout one-third as long as the body. 
The insect is a native of this coun­ 
try and is distributed over practically 
all the United States east of the Rocky 
mountains. 
Before 
orchards 
were 
planted within its range it undoubted­ 
ly fed and bred on wild plums, crab 
apples and hawthorns, but with the 
settlement of the country it turned its 
attention more to cultivated fruits, al­ 
though it continues to breed on 
Hie 
wild, native varieties. It attacks plums, 
peaches, nectarines, apricots, cherries, 
apples, crab apples, 
rears, 
quinces 
anil hawthorns,, and has even been re­ 
ported as breeding on persimmons. On 
account of the usual abundance of the 
insect and the great variety of valu­ 
able fruits which it attacks, there is 
little doubt but that it has been right­ 
fully designated as the most destruc­ 
tive of all the insect enemies of the 
orchardist in this section of the coun­ 
try. 
It injures the fruit by puncturing 
holes through the skin with its snout 
both for the purpose of feeding and 
egg-laying. 
The 
feeding 
punctures 
may be made in apples at almost any 
time during the summer, but the egg 
punctures are made mostly while the 
apples are small. These wounds, and 
the subsequent feeding of the larvae 
which hatch from the eggs, cause the 
fruit to become dwarfed in size, lop­ 
sided, knotty 
and 
otherwise 
mis­ 
shapen. 
The injuries done by the plum cur­ 
culio are not so easily prevented 
as 
are those of some other insects, and 
yet there are a number of methods 
that can be used against them with a 
very satisfactory measure of success. 
In dealing with the insect on apples 
by far the most effective means of pre­ 
venting loss is spraying with one of 
the 
arsenical poisons, such as paris 
green, or, preferably, arsenate of lead. 
Even where 
spraying 
is 
practiced, 
however, it is a good pl^n to use In 
connection with the operation some of 
the other measures suggested here, if 
the best possible results are to be ob­ 
tained. 
The apple curculio has 
been 
con­ 
fused often with the plum curculio, but 
in reality it is quite distinct from that 
species in both appearance and habits. 
The apple curculio is more 
reddish- 
brown in color, the form is more ro­ 
bust and on the back are four promi­ 
nent humps, the front two of which 
are much larger than any of the humps 
on the back of the plum curculio. The 
snout of the apple curculio is almost 
as long as the rest of the 
body, or 
three times the length of that of the 
other species. 
The snout is carried 
projecting forward, instead of hanging 
down like an elephant’s trunk, as is 
the case with the plum curculio. 
In attacking the fruit the apple cur­ 
culio bores through the skin, in a man­ 
ner similar to that of the other spe­ 
cies, but after the puncture is 
com­ 
pleted and the egg laid, only an Indis­ 
tinct speck is left on the surface to 
mark the place of injury, whereas the 
plum curculio makes the conspicuous 
crescent-shaped mark. A glance at the 
insects or at their work is sufficient to 
enable anyone, who is at all well ac­ 
quainted with the species, to distin­ 
guish between the two. 
Where the apple curculio becomes 
troublesome care should bo taken that 
no thickets of wild crab or hawthorn 


are allowed to remain 
as 
breeding 
places near the orchards. Such thick­ 
ets may produce thousands of the bee­ 
tles and when the wild fruit becomes 
insufficient for the great number of 
beetles they may seek places to feed 
and oviposit in cultivated orchards. 
The jarring method, as recommend­ 
ed for the plum curculio, is effective 
when used against this species Spray­ 
ing with poisons is likely to be bene­ 
ficial, but it is probable that not as 
many of tho beetles will be killed by 
the operation, as in the case of the 
plum curculio, for the reason that in 
feeding they consume little of the ex­ 
posed surface to which the poison is 
applied. 


POPULAR PESO 
FOR POULTRY 


Most Common Method of Chicken 
World I s to Supply Wet Mash 
of Some Sort to Fowls 
Once During Day. 


(By C. E. BROW N.) 
The most common method of feed­ 
ing throughout the poultry world to­ 
day is to give a wet mash of some 
sort to the fowls once a day; whole 
grain being fed in the morning and 
evening. 
Some people prefer to feed 
the mash warm, and some cold, and 
some feed it in the morning, some in 
the middle of the day and others 
give it for the evening meal. 
Oui* 
preference is to feed it at noon for 
the reason that we want to make tho 
hens scratch in the early morning for 
the whole grain In the litter to keep 
themselves warm and when in tho 
middle of the day it is warmer and 
the hens naturally want a rest, we 
give them the mash. 
The chief ob­ 
jection to the evening mash is that a 
full crop of it will not last them 
during tee long winter nights so well 
as whole grain, as it is so often com­ 
posed of such a bulky mixture. Caro 
should be exercised in not over-feed­ 
ing on the wet 
mash. 
The 
hens 
should not have more than they will 
eat up clean in ten minutes. 
A good mash for the farmer Is as 
follows: 
Equal parts of finely-ground corn, 
oats, bran or shorts, 
mixed 
with 
about ten per cent, of cooked meat, 
green cut bone of beef scraps. These 
foods are mixed up dry 
and then 
thoroughly mixed with 
about 
one- 
third their bulk of steeped 
clover 
leaves or finely cut clover which has 
previously been scalded by pouring 
hot water on it and covering It with 
a sack. The clover should be steeped 
about twelve hours before using. An­ 
other method and one cf the best we 
have tried is to take a mixture of 200 
pounds bran, IOO pounds shorts, IOO 
pounds ground corn, 
IOO 
pounds 
ground oats, IOO pounds beef scraps 
and ten pounds of charcoal. 
Slightly 
moisten this with water when feeding 
to the fowls, but never make it 
sloppy. 


Milk-Fed Chickens. 
Milk-fed chicken, which is the fin­ 
est meat in the poultry line, is al­ 
lowed no exercise whatever. 
It is 
kept in a close coop, where it has 
barely room to turn around, and is 
never allowed to leave it except when 
it goes to the guillotine. 


Incubator Chicks. 
It has been pretty well proven that 
an incubator chick, if it has 
been 
properly incubated and gets the right 
kind of food and treatment afterward, 
is just as thrifty as his forty-second 
cousin who was hatched and raised 
by a hen.

Spanish Stairs, Where Natives W att­ 
ed for Passing Artist, Must Go— 
W ill Be Taught to Read, 
Write and Sew. 


Rome.—The world’s fair in this city 
this summer will induce a multitude 
of people to visit Rome who have 
never beheld its glories, and it will 
also be a stimulus for other tourists 
to revisit the scenes of their former 
travels. 
W hether they be artists of laymen, 
lf they have ever spent any length of 
time in Rome one of the most vivid 
Impressions they retain must be the 
Spanish stairs and the groups of gay­ 
ly dressed models or ciociare, as they 
are called, who, when not engaged by 
any artist, make this spot a rendez­ 
vous. 
Here they 
would 
congregate, 
some chatting, others droning in an 
undertone their weird folk songs, all 
leisurely waiting for the appearance 
of a passing artist who might be in 
search of a subject for his picture. 
The Spanish stairs was the bureau 
of engagement for the ciociare. 
But 
all this is to pass. A number of wom­ 
en, headed by the Princess Ruspoli,

Numerous inducements are held out 
to attract the indolent ciociare to the 
school. 
If she works two consecutive 
hours in the morning the reward for 
diligence entitles 
her to a midday 
luncheon at the expense of the soci­ 
ety. 
Then, after she has been taught 
to make different articles of clothing, 
the material for which has been given 
to her, she is allowed to keep the fin­ 
ished garment, or else she is paid for 
her labor.

superintend this big work, 
and 
all 
their energies 
are directed toward 
making it a permanent success. 


The ciociare, or children of the field, 
as they are named, are never seen 
outside of southern 
Italy, 
for 
they 
never migrate.

ciare came from their sandals, which 
are called "ciccie,” a name finally giv­ 
en to the section from where 
they 
come—between 
Naples 
and 
Rome. 
The dress of one differs from that of 
another in color only. 
Each wears 
the velvet bodice mellowed by age, 
the bright silk shawl draped over a 
white cotton blouse, the voluminous 
skirt, and the fancy apron 
with 
its 
elaborate wool embroidery. The young 
boys are equally picturesque in their 
knee trousers of blue or red velvet­ 
een, short jackets of the same stuff, 
a soft felt hat set coquettishly on one 
side of the head, protecting the long 
mass of blue-black hair. Even the old 
men, with green or purple clothes and 
long cape cloaks, keep up the illusion 
of living old masters.

Many of the 
fairly intelligent people in Italy can­ 
not read nor write, so that a lack of 
even a smattering cf book knowledge 
is not a m atter of surprise, but the 
ciociare’s intellectual horizon does not 
extend farther than that of an Ameri­ 
can child of three. 
They seem to live 
from day to day, like birds of the air, 
careless and unhampered, 
with 
no 
thought of the morrow.

lished in the United States a Council 
of National Defense. 
Its primary pur­ 
pose will be to lay down a permanent 
military policy upon which this coun­ 
try shall work in the future. 
In tho 
council will be brought together n p- 
resentatives of congress, the presi­ 
dent’s cabinet, the active 
organiza­ 
tions of the army and navy and the 
two big 
strategic 
institutions, the 
army and navy war colleges. 
The civilian or congressional repre­ 
sentatives in the council will b« equal 
in number to the combined represen­ 
tation of the army, navy and cabinet. 
"Under the direction of this council the 
amount to be expended for the army 
and navy, the way it shall bo sp<nt, 
the policy to which all military devel­ 
opment shall conform and the extent 
to which the country shall enlarge its 
defences and its equipment will be 
thoroughly thrashed out and deter­ 
mined upon before any appropriations 
are asked from congress. 
Recent developments 
resulting in 
the mobilization of a part of the army 
along the Mexican border, the fact 
that every detail of the equipment and 
preparation of the army for action 
is now under the closest scrutiny, and 
the fact that army and navy experts 
agree that some definite military pol­ 
icy must be laid down by the United 
States to prevent enormous waste of 
money, make it probable that the new 
scheme for a council of national de­ 
fense will become law as soon as the 
new congress settles down to work. 
Positive statements by leading offi­ 
cers of the army and navy make it* 
clear that the United States is spend­ 
ing more than $220,000,000 every year 
on its military equipment, without any 
definite 
policy 
being followed, 
and 
without getting much more than half 
the value of its money. 
Maj. Gdn. Leonard Wood declares 
that “no one knows what we are try ­ 
ing to do.” 
Brig. Gen. William W. 
Wotherspoon, president of the Army 
W ar College, says that the army could 
be enlarged and made three times as 
efficient for the money 
now 
being 
spent. Rear Admiral Wainwright says 
that both the array and navy could be 
greatly improved in efficiency without 
costing more money. 
Officials of the army do not mince 
matters in declaring that a genefal 
council to prepare a military program 
for the country has become an abso­ 
lute necessity. 
The “technical men,” 
as the active heads of the army call 
themselves, arc virtually left to pre­ 
pare the military policy, and it changes 
as often as their identity or their opin­ 
ions change. 
They carry it to con­ 
gress and congress may 
change 
it 
again by cutting down the estimates 
for appropriations and completely up­ 
setting the plans of the men they oft­ 
en regard as “enthusiasts.” 
Officers 
of both brandies arc* frank in their 
criticisms of the existing situation and 
of the waste of money which is fol­ 
lowing the development of the army 
and navy without any general perma­ 
nent policy to follow. 
Brig. Gen. Wotherspoon regards the 
creation of the council of defense as 
essential to the military efficiency of 
the country. “The great trouble,” he 
says, “we find at the W ar College is 
In ascertaining what the policy of con­ 
gress is In regard to military affairs. 
We can only deduce that from its leg­ 
islative 
acts. 
If 
we 
crystallize 
those into a few sentences it would be 
this: that congress expects, on the 
breaking out of war, that the gather­ 
ing together of untrained, unskilled 
and uneducated men will constitute an 
efficient army for the country. 
“That has always been the course 
pursued and until we get somo council 
like this probably it will be continued. 
The result of that apparent policy has 
been most disastrous in the past, both 
financially and from the point of con­ 
servation of our human resources, In 
the war of 1812 Great Britain had nev­ 
er at any time on this continent a 
greater force than IC,500 soldiers. We 
mustered into the service 527,000 men, 
more than half a million. 
In 1878 we 
had a pension roll of 78,000 pension­ 
ers from the war of 1812, costing over 
$500,000 more than the entire regular 
army cost in 1811. That Is simply an 
Illustration.” 
Tho Council of National Defense 
will not ’ be in any sense a board of 
strategy in time of war. 
It will be 
concerned wholly with the general 
military policy and will be a continu­ 
ing body which shall at all times de­ 
mand th at army and navy progress
